In 1989 the Townships in Hastings 
County paid out $4,526.84 as compen- 
sation for sheep killed by dogs. The 
total sheep population in the County 
has been decreasing from year to year. 

In, 1980 there were 42,260 sheep and 
lambs in the County; by 19388 the 
sheep population had decreased until 
only 24,996 remained. Figures for 
1939 are not yet available. 

Dogs running at large have been re- 
Sponsible to a very large degree for 
this decrease. After a flock of sheep 
has been worried by dogs the product- 
ivity of that flock is greatly reduced. 
In a great many cases the farmer sells 

his entire flock and probably after 
this experience will not keep sheep;

The soldier fits in little jingles to 
the bugle notes. 

“Come and do your picket, 
Come and do your guard. 

You think it’s pretty: casy, 
You'll fing it pretty hard.” 

The adjective “pretty” is not the 
one Normally employed but here it is 
a rhythmical substitute for a saltier 
one that accompanies the bugle call 
which precedes the mounting of the 
regimental or camp guard. And, by 
the Way, guards are ont “placed” any- 
where; they’re “mounted”. 

Guards recall guardrooms, which, in 
turn, recall the men in durance vile. 
These are “defaulters,” that is to say, 
jthey defaulted in duty, such as not 
cleaning their rifles or getting back to 
barracks late. ‘“Defaulters” is also a 
bugle call which summons the “crim- 
inals” to parade before the Provost 
Sergeant — who is the regimental 
chief of police. And the words to “De 
faulters” are: 
“There's many a guy

Lots 0’ good men in the hutch!” 

At nightfall ‘the buglers sound “Re- 
treat.” That does not mean the troops 
are going to withdraw anywhere. It is 
merely the name for the call which 
signifies that all normal routine work 
in the day to day life of the soldier is 
finished. Ait this hour the “duty com- 
pany” is paraded. ‘Its job is to “find 
details” for necessary work relating to 
the security of the camp and its per- 
sonnel, \

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FOR THE BUSY FARMER 
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TERRACES ON FARMS 
INCREASE MOISTURE 


RENEE

The value of agricultural terraces 
for increasing moisture conservation 
and for decreasing soil erosion is con- 
Stantly receiving greater attention 
from farmers. in all parts of Canada. 
The basic function of such installa- 
tions is the interception of run-off 
water on sloping fields so that it may 
either be absorbed or conducted slow- 
ly from the fields, depending upon the 
requirements, states A. Leahey, Field 
Husbandry Division, Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa. 

Run-off water, occasioned by spring 
freshets or by heavy rains, may cause 
considerable damage by eroding the 
valuable surface soil. This water is 
of little value for crop production as 
it moves across the fields so rapidly 
the soil has little chance to absorb it. 
By the use of a suitable system of ter- 
races the farmer may control this wat- 
er to his own advantage. 

TM the drier parts of Canada the 
principal use of terraces is to assist 
in conserving moisture for crop pro- 
Wuction purposes although even in 
these regions their value in checking 
soil erosion should not be overlooked. 
In using terraces for moisture conser- 
vation the water is either impounded 


ed at a low velocity to adjacent level 
Jand where it is impounded. In either 


water absorbed by the soil so that it 
can be utilized by farm crops. On 
the other hand, where terraces are to 
be used solely for assisting in the 
control of soil erosion, the object is 
to install the terraces in such a man- 
ner so that the run-off water can be 
conducted slowly and safely from the 
fields into waste ditches. 

The installation of terraces usually 
requires a certain amount of prelim- 
inary technical calculations, if they 
are to be effective. However, the 
problem of their installation and ef- 
fective use almost invariably resolves 
itself into simple commonsense farm 
practice which generally may be ap- 
plied by the average farm operator 
with a little technical assistance.

What many of us are apt to over- 
look is that this new tax increase is 
really a direct tax on each and every 
one of us. For the simple reason that 
the companies involyed must add the 
tax > the price of the products they 
sell to the public. So many firms 
work on such a smiall margin of pro- 
fit, that to absorb this and other taxes 
would mean going into the red. 

Thus this latest tax may likely be 
responsible for another slight upward 
shift of prices for all sorts of com- 
modities — foods, clothing, furniture, 
fasoline, fuel and dozens of other ar- 
ticles which the ordinary citizen has 
to buy frequently. 

The pity of it is tuis: the higher the 
price, the more sales resistance there 
is; the more sales registance, the less 
Production there is; the less product- 
tion, the greater the unemployment of 
workmen. Just another vicious circle.

The feeding of swine with garbage, 
swill, meat scraps, offal, or vegetable 
refuse, either raw or cooked, obtained 
elsewhere than on the premises where 
fed, is prohibited in Canada unless & 
has first been obtained from 
the Veterinary Director Jeneral, Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa. The enforcement of this reg- 
ulation is believed to have a direct 
effect in preventing outbreaks of hog 
cholera and infestation with trichinae, 
as all garbage fed under license is 
required to be thoroughly cooked and 
the premises must be maintained in 
a sanitary condition. Inspections are 
also made of unlicensed premises to 
ensure that the regulations are being 
observed.

With regard to present and future 
exports of cheese, J. F. Singleton, As- 
sociate Director of Marketing Service, 
Dominion Department of Agriculture, 
Points out that it is peremptory, ir- 
Tespective of the province in which | 
the cheese is produced, that all boxes 
used in future as containers of cheese 
for export must comply in every re- 
spect with the specifications provided 
under the regulations, otherwise ex- 
port of cheese will not be permitted.

The main points of the specifica- 
tions are that the cylindrical cheese 
ydoxes used as containers must be 
made of thoroughly seasoned wood, 
with the tops and bottoms (headings) 
mot less than five-cighths of an inch 
in thickness; 
Jess than one-fifth of an inch in thick- 
mess, the hoops to overlap at the 
joints not less than five inches and be 
fastened with staples or nails, one 
inch apart and firmly clinched on the 
inside; bands to be nailed to the head- 
ings, one nail to each side of every 
joint, with additional nails not more 
than four inches apart; bottom bands

Other days were recalled last week 

as the session of the Ontario Munici- 
pal Electric Association witnessed the 
chairman of the Ontario Hydro’ Elec- 
tric Commission urging action on the 
St. Lawrence waterways project. It 
is some years since pressure in behalf 
of this plan came from authorities in 
this province. The, history of nego- 
tiations for the development has been 
very unusual, with Ottawa, Ontario 
and the United States interests being 
alternately luke-warm and enthusias- 
tic until now — when al? three seem 
for the moment to be fairly enthusias- 
tic. 
* Ottawa’s problem at present seems 
to be one of placating the province of 
Quebec and western provinces, where 
there is being developed the argu- 
ment that all of Canada will be taxed 
for the cost of the big power scheme 
with the direct benefits going to On, 
tario. 

It will not be surprising if the sub- 
ject takes its piace in the election 
campaign. If it does, we shall likely 
see the Federal government asserting) 
in the first place that the development 
will eventually pay for itself. In the 
second place, that industrial develop- 
ment is essential for this country and

of great value everywhere in Canada. 

The core of Dr. T. H._Hogg’s re- 
marks on this point in addressing the 
.0.M.E.A. is contained in these words: 

“This development can hardly be 
classed as a war measure, for even if 
it were undertaken tomorrow it would 
be five years at least before it could 
become of use. 

“The scheme now under negotiation 
was selected with a view to avoiding 
features which in 1934 aroused ob- 
jections in the U.S. Senate. From an 
engineering standpoint the plans are 
sound and lower in cost than those in 
the 1932 treaty. 

“At the same time the plans afford 
full protection for all the interests in 
the various sections of the St. Law- 
rence River.” 


Incidentally, for those who are in- 
terested in plotting the expansion of 
industry in this country, here is what 
Dr. Hogg said-on that score: “We 
would be men of very little faith if 
we did not look ahead and prepare for 
a more bountiful future. In such a 
future the demands made upon indus- 
try will be vastly enlarged, and indus- 
try will make new demands on pow- 
er.” 

It will come as good news in these 
days of war stress, that the Ontario 
Government is prepared to continue 
the existing basis of relief contribu- 
tions to municipalities. : 

The present agreement with Ottawa 
provides for the payment of 40 per 
cent. by ithe Dominion, 40 per cent. 
by the province and 20 per cent. by 
the municipalities — the province re- 
serving the right to establish monthly 
quotas for relief by any municipality. 
It is announced that during 1939, On- 
tario municipalities have been saved 
about $800,000 by the province's agree- 
ment with Ottawa. 

The important news in Canada 
these days is once again the news that 
for good and sufficient reasons can- 
not have a big Play in the press of 
the country at the moment. But no 
censorship regulations are broken 
when we report that right now there 
is being carried out an intense devel- 
opment of air training for young men 
across the Dominion. 

Many of the various schools an- 
nounced at Ottawa when details of the 
Empire Air Training scheme were 
formally publicized are now in opera- 
tion, and the skill of pilots in train- 


ing, Observers, gunners and ground- 


men is increasing daily.

OLD WARRIOR TELLS A TALE 


A belated, but forceful tribute to 
the job done by the Y.M.C.A. in the 
Great War of 1914-1918 has just come 
to hand from a business executive in 
Galt, Ontario, who served in the ranks 
with the Engineers. Conversation 
had turned to the re-entry of the ‘Y’ 
into the present war and the organiza- 
tion work being done, when he broke 
in with this: 

“T’ll tell you something — do you 
know that I never fully realized what 
the Y.M.C.A. meant to me as a soldier 
until a couple of months ago. While 
I was away, my family saved all the 
| letters I wrote home from overseas, 
kept a file of them. I came across the 
file a Sunday or so before Christmas 
and spent several hours going through 
them. 

“And the thing that struck me was 
the constant references to the ‘Y’ and

the boys of another generation in this 
war, One cannot report that the ‘Y’ 
Spent $431,310 in athletic equipment 
and supplies for free distribution to 
the troops; that $631,041 was spent on 
concert parties, movie shows, pianos, 
Bramophones, music and costumes;

expended on the Khaki University and 
other educational work among the 
troops. Amd_yet you hayen’t the true 
picture of what the ‘y’ means to the 
Soldier until you realize that constant 
daily contact with recreation and com- 
fort to offset the monotony of army 
routine.

The Stirling Agricultural Society has long 
since recognized the importance of junior farm- 
er work and each year has sponsored a foa 
Club, a Calf Club, a Swine Club, or a grain 
Club. In addition, standing field crop competi- 
tions in barley, oats and corn have been spon- 
sored with a degree of success. Last year the 
Board co-operated with the Holstein-Friesian 
Breeders’ Association of the County and visitors 
to the Fair were privileged to see one of the 
largest exhibits of cattle ever shown here. Man- 
ual training and home economics are also en- 
couraged among the boys and girls and this 
coming year the Board has expressed its will- 
ingness to co-operate in a Farm Home beauti- 
fication scheme. 

The Minister of Agriculture also suggested 
that the professional exhibitors be discouraged. 
This question has been discussed at annual 
meetings and conventions for a number of years 
and many societies, including Stirling, have tak- 
en steps to encourage loca] competitors. Un- 
fortunately, however, the local exhibitors have 
not responded as well as might be expected, al- 
though there has been a big improvement in 
this respect locally in the past few years. Little 
fault is found with the bonafide producer -of 
livestock or farm products, who exhibits the 
same at a number of fairs, but it is the profes- 
sional exhibitor who makes a practice of visiting 
all the fairs he can possibly attend, with the 
sole purpose of making money, and in many 
cases buys his exhibits, who the Department is 
after.

MEASURE FOR LIQUIDS 


In Canada the law provides that, as 
regards measures, the unit or stan- 
dard measure of capacity, as well as 
for liquids as for dry measures, is the 


gallon, containing 10 standard pounds 


of distilled water, weighed with the 
water and air at a temperature of 
62 degrees F., with the barometer at 
30 inches. The quart is one-fourth 
part of a gallon, the pint one-eighth 
part of a gallon, and eight gallons to 
the bushel. The 1-160th part of the 
gallon by volume equals one fluid 
ounce. In the kitchen it is handy to 
remember that a tablespoon holds 
one-half fluid ounce; a dessert spoon 
one-quarter fluid ounce, and a tea- 
spoon one-eighth fluid ounce, and a 
teaspoon, one-eighth fluid ounce. One 
drop measures one minim.

‘WOUNDED MAN SAW IT 


The experience of Colonel C. H. 
_Ackerman, of Peterboro, is typical of 
‘the experiences of many thousands of 
‘Canadians during the ast war. \ 

@lanel Ackerman writes: 

“Hit badly during the Givenchy 
“show on June 15, 1915, at two minutes 
before 6.00 p.m. taken’to Brigade First 
_ Aid Post, and later back to Casualty 
Clearing Station at Lillers on the 
:same night. That night and all day 
following, owing to a justifiable mis- 
calculation of the wastage to be ex- 
pected, facilities could not be rapidly 
‘provided for evacuation of wounded 
from this point. However, on the night 
-of June 16th the author of this article 
was placed aboard an ambulance train 
-and transported by a Red Cross Am- 
‘pulance to No. 2 British Red Cross 
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ada in an expenditure as great as will 
be required for war purposes. No op- 
portunity is being given to the voters 
to express opinions on 4 project that 
will increase the taxes of every Can- 
adian citizen.
